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Man to fight bid to have 
luxury home demolished

THE owner of a controversial seven 
bedroom property which is the sub¬ 
ject of a planning dispute has said 
he will appeal against a council 
order to have it demolished. 

Businessman Syed Raza Shah, 45, 
has been ordered by Central 
Bedfordshire Council to pull down 
his Barton-le-Clay home (pictured 
before and after ) after the authority 
accused him of having an ‘unlawful’ 
extension. 

But Mr Shah has branded the 
authority’s claims ‘incorrect’ and 
said he will appeal the decision. 

Mr Shah initially bought the prop¬ 
erty in 2008 and was given the green 
light in 2011 to extend it by 45 per 
cent. 

Work on the house began in April 
2012 and on August 16 this year the 
council served him with an enforce¬ 
ment notice after refusing his retro¬ 
spective planning application. 

Mr Shah said he admitted he had 
‘gone over’ his limit but rejected the 
authority’s claims it was by more 
than 200 per cent and said the reno¬ 
vations he made did not class the 
house as a new property. 

He said: “Why did they let it go on 
for 15 months? If there’s an increase 
of 200 per cent why was there not a 
stop order put on? Were they asleep? 
It’s not a small project, it’s being 
going on for months.” 

The council said it has received 
formal complaints against the build¬ 
ing work, including one from Barton- 
le-Clay Parish Council. 


Mr Shah said he had started a peti¬ 
tion for people in support of him 
which has received 3,500 signatures 
so far. 

He said: “Obviously we’re going to 
appeal. I’m sure there will be an 
enquiry into the 200 per cent dispute 
and also the negligence of the coun¬ 
cil - why has it taken 15 months to 
come up with an enforcement 
notice? 

“The enforcement notice was 
served on August 16. Why? If it’s such 
an extreme extension with such 
extreme repercussions why was 


action not taken earlier? Why when 
the building is now complete am I 
told you need to demolish it?” 

Cllr Nigel Young, from Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: “We 
have taken action here, because 
although Mr Shah did have planning 
permission from 2011 to extend his 
house by 45 per cent, what he actu¬ 
ally built, is some 200 per cent bigger 
and therefore unlawful. 

“During the build, we made it quite 
clear to him that the build was far 
too big to be considered an extension 
and that as a result he was breaching 


planning laws. As a council we have 
a duty to our residents to ensure that 
all local development is carefully 
managed and fits in with the local 
surroundings. 

“When people flout the rules, we 
have to take action, like we have 
done in this case. It’s something that 
people want us to do. 

“We believe our refusal of his retro¬ 
spective application is justified but 
will await the Planning Inspector’s 
decision if taken to appeal.”

ENGLISH Defence League boss 
Tommy Robinson was treated to 
a slap up meal this week, after a 
Selfridges shop assistant refused 
to serve a man he was with. 

Mr Robinson, who’s real name 
is Stephen Lennon, made com¬ 
plaints to senior staff on Monday 
after the worker in the flagship 
London store allegedly said he 
wouldn’t serve his friend as he 
was with the EDL leader. 

The assistant had originally 
been suspended following the 
incident, which Robinson filmed 
and posted on YouTube, but he 
has since been reinstated and 
told that no further action would 
be taken against him. 

In the video footage Mr 
Robinson is heard saying to the 
assistant: ‘You won’t serve my 
friend because he’s friends with 
me.. .and I’m in the EDL.’ 


Meanwhile the unnamed assis¬ 
tant holds his hands up and tries 
to ignore the confrontation, but 
eventually replies: ‘You can put 
me on the camera all you like but 
I ain’t serving you’, before walk¬ 
ing away. 

By way of apology, the luxury 
department store laid on a three- 
course meal for Robinson and his 
friend in its Hix restaurant, 
champagne and caviar bar, 
which included £25 portions of 
steak and chocolate cake. 


Posting pictures on his Twitter 
feed of the meal, Mr Robinson 
said: “I can’t lie, staff at Selfridges 
have been brilliant. #fatlads.” 

A spokeswoman for Selfridges 
said: “We’ve been in business 
since 1909 and we serve every¬ 
body regardless of who they are 
and their political views. 

“We investigated the incident 
involving one of our sales assis¬ 
tants and he fully understands 
our position and we won’t be 
taking any further action.” 



Probation fight 
against decision 
for privatisation 
of the service 

MORE than 50 employees of 
the probation service in Luton 
took to the street to show they 
are against government plans 
to privatise the 106-year-old 
service. 

It was announced on 
Thursday that bidding had 
begun for the probation 
service contracts worth £450m 
across England and Wales. 

Once ended, payment-by- 
results contracts will be split 
between private companies 
and charities in 21 regions, 
who will then supervise 
225,000 low and medium-risk 
offenders each year. 

Many unions, including the 
local Napo branch, have con¬ 
demned the move, saying that 
it ‘will increase risk to us all.” 

Ian Lawrence, General 
Secretary of Napo, added: “If 
it’s not bad enough that this 
government doesn’t care about 
people’s livelihoods, not caring 
about public safety is a down¬ 
right disgrace. 

“This is not just about public 
sector workers worried about 
jobs, this is about profession¬ 
als being extremely concerned 
that these proposals will 
undermine public protection 
and put communities at risk of 
harm, increase re-offending 
and create more victims.”

Thief confesses after 
seeing CCTV picture

A WOMAN admitted stealing from a 
shop after seeing a CCTV image of 
herself being circulated on the 
internet by the police. 

Kristy Flatley of The Larches, Luton, 
pleaded guilty to the theft of cold 
meat worth £40 from the Co-op store 
in Whipperley Way, when she 
appeared at Luton Magistrates’ Court 
this week. 

The 34-year-old also admitted steal¬ 
ing £82.70 worth of beauty products 
from Superdrug in Luton. 

The court heard that Flatley had 
entered the cosmetics shop on 
Tuesday, August 27 with a pushchair 
and started to place items into the 


hood. She was caught at the scene 
and all of the items were recovered, 
but during a police interview Flatley 
admitted her involvement in the theft 
from the Co-op store weeks before, 
after recognising herself in a picture 
on Bedfordshire Police’s website. 

Defence solicitor Richard Bayliss 
said that Flatley had been struggling 
for money at the time and had taken 
the items with a view to selling them 
for extra cash. 

However, he added that she had 
since made changes to turn her life 
around, and had signed up to a 
number of programmes at local 
women’s charity Stepping Stones. 

Magistrates gave Flatley a condi¬ 
tional discharge which will last for 18 
months. 


In addition, she was ordered to pay 
£95, which included £40 which will 
be given to the Co-op store in 
compensation for the meat. 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire 
Police said: “We have been releasing 
more and more CCTV images via 
Facebook, Twitter and the 
Bedfordshire Police website in recent 
weeks and the reason is simple - we 
want to catch more criminals and 
bring them to justice. 

“CCTVhas always been a useful tool 
in which to identify offenders, but 
now the Crime Service Team at 
Bedfordshire Police are dedicating 
more resources to scouring CCTV 
footage and releasing stills of offend¬ 
ers via social and conventional media 
in the hope of getting names.”

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Staff can’t handle 
their ‘stuffy’ office

COUNCIL employees have 
complained about the lack of 
fresh air in their building - 
after the authority decided 
to take handles off of some 
the windows for ‘health and 
safety reasons.’ 

Two people, who we have 
agreed not to name, contact¬ 
ed Luton on Sunday this week 
to complain about the state 
of Unity House on Stuart 
Street, branding it ‘a dis¬ 
grace.’ 

One said: “It is a horrible 
environment to work in. 

“There is no fresh air, and 
the office feels stuffy and hot. 

We have numerous workers 
suffering with eye infections 
which I’m sure is down to the 
lack of fresh air. 

“There have also been leaks 
and ceiling tiles falling down. 

It just doesn’t seem right that 
we are working there.” 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “Unity

House is ventilated by an air 
cooling system which works 
better when all the windows 
are closed. 

“Owing to their age and 
condition, we are unable to 
obtain cost-effective spare 
parts or replacements for a 
few of the windows so the 
handles have been removed 
for health and safety reasons. 

“Three years ago there was 
a leak in the air conditioning 
system which resulted in a 


number of sodden ceiling 
tiles coming down overnight. 

“A leak above a toilet cubicle 
this month also resulted in 
several ceiling tiles being 
dislodged. The damage is 
being repaired.” 

Staff are scheduled to move 
out of Unity House next year 
as part of the council’s long¬ 
term plan to utilise resources 
as effectively as possible to 
improve services for 
residents. 


Shopper’s sticker switch to get Asda discount 


A MAN chose to stick 
discount stickers on 
full priced items in a 
supermarket in an 
effort to reduce his 
shopping bill. 

On Wednesday at 
Luton Magistrates’ 
Court, Andrew 
Cassidy, of Victoria 
Street, Dunstable, 
pleaded guilty of 
one charge of theft 
of items valuing 
£21.12, belonging to 
Asda in Court Drive. 

The court heard 


that the 44-year-old 
had entered the 
store on Tuesday, 
September 3. 

He was seen to 
walk around the 
store and remove 
discount stickers 
from items and 
place them onto the 
full priced items 
inside his basket. 

He then went to a 
self checkout 
machine and paid 
for the items at the 
discounted price. 


The correct price 
for all of the items 
was £29, but using 
the stickers he paid 
just £8. 

Defence solicitor, 
BalKhalirai, said 
that Cassidy was 
struggling for 
money and was 
finding it difficult to 
provide for his wife 
and small child. 

He added that his 
client has since 
been diagnosed 
with bipolar disor¬ 


der and was having 
a ‘manic’ phase on 
the day of the theft, 
and that he hadn’t 
gone to the store 
with the intention 
of stealing. 

After delibera¬ 
tions, magistrates 
gave Cassidy a two 
year conditional 
discharge. 

In addition, he was 
ordered to pay £100, 
which included 
costs and a victim 
surcharge.

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Nursery teacher’s 
sex assault on girl

A MALE nursery teacher has been told a jail 
sentence is ‘inevitable' after he was found 
guilty of sexually assaulting a three-year-old 
girl who was in his class. 

The 30-year-old teacher intimately touched 
the girl after she had fallen and hurt herself 
while playing at the nursery in Luton in 
January last year. 

At Luton Crown Court on Wednesday the 
teacher from Bedfordshire, who had worked 
at the school for a number of years, was found 
guilty by a jury of sexually assaulting a child 
under the age of 13. 


During the trial the court heard how the 
child told her mother what the teacher had 
done. 

The mother said she was ‘astonished and 
alarmed’ when the girl explained what had 
happened, and she contacted the police. 

As a result, officers seized the teacher’s 
computer which was forensically examined 
and indecent images of young children were 
discovered. 

He had earlier pleaded guilty to a charge of 
downloading child sex abuse images. 

Judge David Farrell QC remanded the teach¬ 
er in custody for the preparation of a pre¬ 
sentence report. He will be sentenced next 
month and was told prison is inevitable.

PCC backs sobering 
effect of booze tags

FITTING electronic ‘sobriety 
bracelets’ to the ankles of 
offenders prone to alcohol- 
related violence could be a 
significant step forward in 
preventing repeat offences, 
according to Bedfordshire 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins. 

The device, worn by offend¬ 
ers banned from drinking, 
gives a reading of the alcohol 
in the body at fixed intervals. 
Often tagged to the ankle 


they record alcohol intake by 
measuring air and sweat 
emissions from the skin and 
issue an alert to a monitoring 
station when alcohol has 
been consumed. 

They also contain the same 
type of technology as GPS 
tags, allowing the location of 
the wearer to be tracked, 
meaning the likelihood of 
further offences being com¬ 
mitted is reduced. 

A leading campaigner for 
the wider use of locational 
GPS tags among offenders 
released into the community, 


Mr Martins said that 
deployed effectively, and 
used in conjunction with 
drug testing and other sup¬ 
port services, sobriety brace¬ 
lets could lead to fewer 
crimes and victims. 

He said: “As budgets get 
tighter, the use of crime- 
deterrent technology like this 
needs to increase. 

“We need to find a further 
£7.5m in savings and we need 
all the help we can get.” 

A pilot scheme in Glasgow 
showed that the bracelets 
had a positive impact. 


Police tell drinkers to take ‘responsibility’ 


DRINKERS who have to be cared for 
by the police after over-indulging on a 
night out have been told to clean up 
their act as the force puts the spot¬ 
light on dealing with drunks and alco¬ 
hol-related incidents. 

Bedfordshire Police are joining 
forces around the country as part of 
nationwide scheme ‘In Focus: 
Alcohol Harm’. 

Bedfordshire’s activity, which will 
begin at the start of Fresher 
Fortnight between September 28 
and October 12, will see police and 
partners heading to drinking 


hotspots. Their aim is to meet and 
greet young revellers to offer advice 
about drinking responsibly and to 
reinforce messages that drunken 
behaviour will not be tolerated. 

Bedfordshire’s Deputy Chief 
Constable John Fletcher 
{pictured) said: “Police all too often 
have to care for people who have 
clearly failed to take care of 
themselves. 

“They need to grow up and take 
responsibility. Drinking so much that 
you can’t think clearly makes you 
vulnerable.”

I thought of the times when 
I had gone to the football or 
pub rather than taking the 
girlfriend or wife out and 
realised what a top decision 
that was. 

I didn’t have any premoni¬ 
tions about my children 


during the course of my 
reflections mainly because 
the three of them at home 
were kicking up an unholy 
racket outside the door 
arguing about the best way 
to get me out (or keep me 
in). 

Due to the proximi¬ 
ty of the toilet and 
washbasin death 
by thirst or the 
need to drink my 
own urine were 
unlikely, unless I 
chose to do the 
latter in order to 
break the monotony 
but that still didn’t stop me 
thinking about how welcome 
a cold beer would be. 

I could get some sent in. 
Just as I was contemplating 
the feasibility of cutting off a 
limb with nothing more than 
a toilet brush, some hand¬ 
wash and a copy of War and 
Peace the door sprung open 
and I fell into the hallway. 

I would like to say the 
experience left me with a 
whole new outlook on life 
but the only thing I found 
was that the skirting board 
needed painting.

£699k of bogus 
benefits busted

MORE than half a million 
pounds worth of fraudulent 
benefit claims have been 
stopped in the past year, it 
has been revealed. 

A report by Luton Council’s 
audit and investigations 
team said it had saved 
taxpayers £699,996 in 2012/13 
as a result of its operations. 

During that period it 
accepted 765 fraud referrals 
and delivered 66 sanctions, 
of which 34 were successful 


prosecutions. The report also 
said that the investigation 
team had lost two members 
as part of the council’s cost¬ 
cutting exercise 
and that the statis¬ 
tics reflected that 
change. 

The news follows 
guidance issued 
by Kier Starmer 
QC, the director of 
public prosecu¬ 
tions at the CPS, 
which would see 
benefit fraudsters face longer 
jail terms of up to 10 years. 


Mr Starmer said it was time 
for a ‘tough stance’ on the 
crime which has an annual 
cost of around £1.9 billion to 
the nation. 

A spokeswoman 
for the council 
said: “We always 
take action 
against anyone 
who is found to 
be a benefit fraud¬ 
ster - which 
means they face a 
potential jail 
sentence, fine and criminal 
record.”

PLANS to build a four to six 
storey property with 72 
rooms for university 
students are to be discussed 
by councillors this week.

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Union agrees to 
fire strike action

FIREFIGHTERS in England and Wales 
will go on strike over a row about 
pensions, the Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU) has said. 

Matt Wrack, the FBU’s general 
secretary, said the four-hour strike 
on Wednesday would be ‘a warning 
shot to government’. 

Planned changes by the government 
will see the retirement age for firefighters 
raised to 60 but the FBU said the proposals 
would be dangerous as older men could strug¬ 
gle with the physical demands of the job. 

Last week Luton on Sunday reported that 
the Bedfordshire Fire & Rescue Service said it 
had plans to deal with any strikes. 



Paul Fuller, chief fire officer, said: “We want 
to reassure the public that we will still be able 
to attend emergency 999 calls where a per¬ 
son’s life is at risk, using fully trained fire¬ 
fighters and officers. 

“These plans would not match the ser¬ 
vice’s normal day-to-day cover, and we 
would therefore need to prioritise any 
incidents where lives were threatened.” 
Mr Wrack said: “This initial strike is a 
warning shot to government. Firefighters 
could not be more serious about protecting 
public safety and ensuring fair pensions. 

“Governments in Westminster and Cardiff 
have simply refused to see sense on these 
issues. It is ludicrous to expect firefighters to 
fight fires and rescue families in their late 50s 
- the lives of the general public and firefight¬ 
ers themselves will be endangered.” 



Winter World Cup more extreme 


RED CARD: Professor John Brewer 


HAVING a winter World Gup in 
Qatar in 2022 could be more 
‘extreme’ for footballers than a 
summer tournament, a former FA 
sport scientist has said. 

Professor John Brewer, of the 
University of Bedfordshire, said 
there was ‘no doubt’ a switch 
would help players, but added it 
could be problematic long term. 

Earlier this week UEFA said it 
would back moving the cup to 
winter to avoid the Qatari summer. 


Prof Brewer said a long break in 
the winter domestic season would 
allow for a switch but added it 
could mean an even longer season 
for players the following year. 

He said: “My concern is that at 
the end of the 2023 season we 
will find that we end up having 
back-to-back seasons. 

“The physical challenges of 
doing that I would argue would be 
more extreme than having to play 
in a summer World Cup in Qatar.”

Zero hour review 
agreed by council

AN authority is considering whether to stop 
using any of its contractors who have employ¬ 
ees on zero hour contracts. 

The move comes after councillor Tom Shaw 
asked for the chief executive to review all 
council departments to establish whether 
any contractors currently carrying out work 
for the authority have employees on the con¬ 
troversial contracts, which does not oblige the 
employer to provide work for the employee. 

Having ascertained which, if any, contrac¬ 
tors use the zero hour scheme, the authority 
will then meet to discuss how appropriate it is 
to continue using those businesses. 


Speaking at a meeting onTuesday, September 
10, councillor Tom Shaw said: “The system of 
zero hour contracts is so stupid. 

“These employees are not entitled to holiday 
pay, sick pay or other benefits yet cannot seek 
employment elsewhere. 

“The people employed on these contracts 
are clearly people that want to work and we 
need to give them a fair crack of the whip.” 

The motion was supported by all parties. 

A spokesman from Luton Borough Council 
said: “The council does not issue zero hours 
contracts. Following the motion at full coun¬ 
cil, our officers will be contacting our con¬ 
tractors to identify which ones use zero hours 
contacts to discuss the appropriateness of the 
use thereof with those contractors.”

FI’s in pole position with Hollywood 


FILM REVIEW 

RUSH [151 _ 

Directed by Ron Howard 


ACCLAIMED director Ron Howard deserves 
immense credit for crafting one of the best 
sporting dramas in recent history. 

It depicts and somewhat exaggerates the 
Formula One racing rivalry between British 
‘playboy’ driver James Hunt and disciplined 
Austrian legend Niki Lauda in the mid-70s, 
when death was sadly a regular occurrence. 

Two stand-out performances from Thor 
himself Chris Hemsworth as McLaren star 
Hunt, and particularly - and we’re talking a 
possible Oscar-nomination here - Daniel Bruhl 
as Ferrari driver Lauda, really makes it an 
intriguing watch for cinema-goers of all ages. 

That coupled with some slick editing (includ¬ 
ing arguably some of the best sport-based 
action seen on screen) and perfectly weighted 
set pieces, turns Rush into one of the best mov¬ 
ies of the year from the Oscar-winning director 
of A Beautiful Mind. 

Centred (mainly) around Hunt and Lauda’s 
battle for the title in the 1976 championship, it 
particularly depicts Lauda’s battle back from a 
life-threatening crash that leaves his face burnt 
and lungs severely damaged. 

The two hours run-time simply doesn’t allow 
enough time to really dissect Hunt’s (who died 
of a heart-attack aged 45) ‘non-stop party’ life 
- even though it does touch on his marriage to 
model Suzy Miller (Olivia Wilde) - but gives 
enough of a glimpse to help weave an interest¬ 
ing screenplay. 

But it’s Bruhl’s exhilarating performance as 
Lauda which is the real winner here - he is so 
good he could actually be THE Niki Lauda - 
even though his more seriously straight-laced 


lifestyle is arguably easier to portray than 
Hemsworth’s Hunt role. 

Rush slows to intermittently border on the 
formulaic - which prevents it from ever reach¬ 
ing classic status - but with so much to tell 
that’s an understandable criticism that can 
generally be overlooked. 

Time will tell if this movie will mean more to 
the British and European audiences than the 
American market, but this deserves immense 
recognition - and is undoubtedly one of the 
movie surprises of the year. 

Just like with Hunt’s life, Howard lives this 
movie to the full - and produces one viscerally 


slick and competently well-oiled machine.

STRETCHIflG THE POIflT 


The Fiat 500L MPW might not be the 
prettiest compact MPV you can buy 
and the association with the 500 city car 
might be being stretched to snapping 
point, but it’s one of the cleverest. With 
a great range of engines, a practical 
interior and aggressive pricing, it’s 
better than it looks at first. It’s well 
worth persevering with. 

The cabin can nominally seat seven, but 
it’s best to think of it as an occasional ‘5 
+ 2-seater’ MPV. Fiat quotes a luggage 
volume of 638-litres but that’s with 
the two rear seats folded. Of course, 
for many buyers that’s the form they’ll 
drive the car in most of the time and 
they can pack a lot of gear in. Yet if you 
plan to use it to collect a bunch of kids 
from school, luggage space reduces 
drastically. There’s 560-litres of luggage

IT'S safe to say games at Kenilworth Road 
have not been the height of entertainment this 
season but Luton and Lincoln City served up a 
five-goal classic as the Hatters came from 
behind to score a valuable win.

The Hatters came from

Easy-to-use 
bus stops 

All bus stops along the guideway and 
many others across Luton, Dunstable 
and Houghton Regis have new high- 
quality, well-lit shelters and level 
boarding so people can get on and off 
the bus without needing to step up or 
down. This will make journeys easier 
for wheelchair users and people with 
pushchairs. 

To help passengers with disabilities 
or visual impairment, where space 
allows there are wide footways around 
the new bus shelters, and special 
paving currently used at pedestrian 
crossings marks the edge of the track 
at stops on the guideway.

Real-time passenger 
information 



Real-time passenger information 
displays provided at busway stops 
and elsewhere across the conurbation 
show when the next buses are due to 
arrive. 

This system uses CPS tracking and 
can pick up on any congestion or 
incidents on the roads to provide more 


accurate predictions of bus arrivals. 

It is also 'REACT 3'-enabled so 
that visually impaired customers can 
be alerted when they are near a bus 
stop and can have this information 
read to them. REACT 3 key fobs are 
available from both Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire Councils. 


Luton Station Interchange 



As part of the busway works a new 
passenger transport interchange 
has been built at Luton Station. 

This includes 13 bus stands with 
high quality shelters, CCTV, help 
and information points, real-time 
passenger information and two 
large displays showing bus and train 
departures, weather and information. 

Bicycle racks, which are covered, 
well-lit and monitored by CCTV, can 
also be found here.
